6. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Cen- 
tral Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 697.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating tho method of recruit- 
menL to Class 111 and Class IV posts in the Directorate of 
Inspection (Customs and Central Excise), namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (I) These rules may be 
called the Directorate of Inspection (Customs and Central 
Excise) (Class HI and Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules,

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule : 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay.— The 
number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit and other qualifica- 
tions., — The method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said posts shall he as speci- 
fied in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in the 
case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and 


the Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in ac- 
cordance with tho orders of the Central Government issued 
from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered, into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible lor appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, it satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any such 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Board of Excise 
& Customs is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with icspeet 
of any class or category of persons or post. 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall alfcct reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other other spe- 
cial categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.

G.S.R. 698.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Research Assistant (Class II — Non-Gazettcd) in the Internal 
Work Study Unit of the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance), namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (I ) These rules may be called the Research Assistant, Internal Work Study Unit Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1975,

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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— -The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached theretcr 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit qualifications etc, — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 1 3 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person; 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any pefson from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax, — -Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other Special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Commerce, (Directorate of Exhibitions and 
Commercial Publicity), Assistant Director (Co-ordination) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shal 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3 . Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of recruitment, age limit , qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

4. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Savings.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

S. 0 . 711 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method ot'recrultment to certain Class III posts in thcDandakaranya Project Agricultural Organisation under 
the Ministry of Supply and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabilitation) namely : — 

1 . Short Title and Co nincueement: — (1) These rules may be called the Dandakaranya Project, Agricultural Organisation (Class III 
posts) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column I of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 
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3. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay : — The number of the said posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached there to 
shall bo as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, Age-Limit, Qualiflcati ns etc:— The method of recruitment to the said post, age-limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid, 

5. Disqualifications : — No person. — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entored into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to said 
post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person 
and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds fir so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to Relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may be order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 


7. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Trbies and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Govemmentfromtimeto time.

G.S.R. 712. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to certain class 111 posts in the education Organisation in the Dandakarnnya Pro- 
ject under the Ministry of Supply and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabilitation) namely: — ■ 

1. Short Tifleand Commencement.— (1) There rules may be called the Dandakaranya Project, (Class III Posts) Education Orga- 
nisation Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shallcomcinto force on thedate of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column I of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of the said p >sts. (heir classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specific:! in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, Age Limits, Qualification etc. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected thcrewi'h shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

5. Disqualifications.- — No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall beeligiblefor appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are officr grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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6, 'Power to Relax , — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order and for 
sorts to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 


7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and others special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 713. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes tho following rules regulating the method of

posts shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of 
the Schedule aforesaid. 

?. Disqualifications:— 

No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rules. 

(n) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. 
it may by order for reasons to be recorded in writ- 
ing, relax any of the provision of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons /posts. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in his regard.

G.8.R. 722. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — - 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse Jiving, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonnel law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and that there are other 
grounds for so doing exempt any person front the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasoas to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, re- 
lax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons.
